bo The Lungchou Wilitary Sub-District was abolished end reorganized as the 
Ch'ung-‘tso+ liilitary Sub-District. 


ce. "he Chin-Lien2 'Wilitary Sub-Distriet was officially organized and piven the 
responsibility of defending the coastal areas of southern Kwangsi. 


2. As a Yesult of this reorganization the Kwangsi [ilitary District comprised nine 
military sub-districts with headeuarters at iueilin (110-10, 25-20), Liucheu 
(109-165 2hm18}, Pinyang (108-hi, 23-18), Junghsien (110-3), 22~5)), Ptinglo 
(110-28, 2-36), Ishan (108-33, 24-33), Woming (100-15, 23-12), Paise (106-3, 
2355) and in the Ch'unp-~Tso area.

In the present report what is termed the Ch'in-Lien 
itLlitary Sub-District may refer to this command. 
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
